As  of  5/31/2010  there  have  been  a  total  of  9112  treatment  court  graduates. 

A  total  of  512  babies  have  ever  been  born  to  female  participants  during  treatment.  468  of  these 
have  been  born  drug  free. 

•  5  drug-free  babies  were  born  to  participants  that  exited  treatment  court  during  this 
reporting  period. 

•  1  drug-exposed  baby  was  born  to  participants  that  exited  treatment  court  during 
this  reporting  period.  This  is  the  first  drug-exposed  baby  born  since  January
